TKOOPS FOB MANILA. 


According to report, two or three 


thousand men from the Pacific Coast 
States will be forwarded to Manila 
without delay. It is possible that the 
Nevada Cavalry troop will be sent west 
to assist in holding the Philippines 
Plans are now being perfected nnd 
when completed willdetermine whether 
the Second Volunteer Cavalry will go 
east or west. 
Troops from various 


parts of California and Oregon are be- 
ing concentrated at San Francisco to 
be in readiness to embark on the troop 
ship chartered to take men and muni- 
tions of war to theJPhilippines. 


It is now believed that more men 


will be received into the volunteer 
army from the Pacific coast. If several 
thousand men are sent to Manila the 
State Militia of California and Nevada 
may be called upon to go to the front 
or man the coast defenses in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities on the seaboard. 
Senator Jones states that the President 
ia considering the tender of a battalion 
of the National Guard of Nevada and 
if men are wanted for the Philippine 
Islands or the defenses on the Pacific 
coast the offer may be accepted. 


Physical Requirements For Kullgtment. 


The instructions issued by the War 


Department to Government recruiting 
officers in the regular army in time of 
war, give the weight required for men 
enlisting for various branches of the 
service, together with the table showing 
physical proportions for height, weight 
and ohe.it measurement. 


For the infantry and the artillery 


branches the height must be not less 
than 5 feet 4 inches, and weight not less 
than 120 pounds and not more than 190 
pounds. 


For the cavalry branch, the height 


mast not be less than 5 feet 4 inches 
and not more than 5 feet 10 inches, 
and weight not to exceed 165 pounds. 
No minimum weight is prescribed for 
the cavalry, but the chest measurement 
must be satisfactory.

Goods at "Half Price." 


The mill agent, importer or manu- 


facturer takes orders for a line of goods 
from jobbers and from large retailers 
for a full opening supply, bnt a great 
many of them are thus sold on a guar- 
antee—that is, the buyers can return 
what they do not sell—a pretty safe 
business for the buyer. When the goods 
fail to move at a stipulated price, the 
sellers are notified that a certain quan- 
tity will be returned. Then new nego- 
tiations begin. 


If they are in jobbers' hands and the 


quantity is large, a drive may be ar- 
ranged for; if not large enough for this, 
a sale may be arranged to a larger re 
tailer. Then comes his announcement 
of a large purchase from a well known 
manufacturer or importer, greatly be- 
low cost, and being content with a 
small profit they are to be sold below 
cost. Very often, therefore, those sales 
do not mean a loss to the retailer or to 
the importer, bnt usually to the maker 
of the goodls, whether domestic or for- 
eign. Of course, buyers from agents 
who make up the goods into garments 
or convert thorn into bleached, dyed or 
printed articles cannot well fall back 
upon the mills.—Textile World.
